without foreign operations. 
This is only part of what 
multi-nationals do for us. They 
are in the forefront of helping

foreign currencies we need to 
buy scarce m aterials from other 
countries.

business ethics. But unethical 
practices by a few companies 
h a rd ly ju stify p u n itiv e tax 
proposals now coming to the 
fore in W ashington, which would 
ail but put m ulti-nationals out of 
business. 
C u rren tly , 
U.S. 
o v erseas 
businesses 
pay 
the 
full 
48- 
percent U.S. corporate income- 
tax rate when they bring home 
their profits after paying all 
taxes in the countries where 
they 
o p e rate. 
T hese 
tax es 
generally are now as high as 
o u rs, 
and 
co m p an ies 
are 
allowed to offset them against 
the taxes on foreign, but not 
domestic, income that would 
otherwise be paid to the U.S. 


T reasury. This avoids double 
taxation. Foes of the m ulti­ 
nationals would have them pay 
the fo reig n tax es and im ­ 
m ediately give alm ost half of 
what was left of their earnings 
to the U.S. Treasury. This would 
m ean an effective tax rate of 
alm ost 75 percent. Since no 
other country does this, our 
m ulti-nationals could not su r­ 
vive under the burden. 
The economic effect here and 
abroad of such a move is dism al 
to contem plate. The value of our 
vast foreign investm ents would- 
be sharply reduced, and world 
trade undoubtedly would suffer. 
As the recent global recession 
has rem inded us, when business 
turns down, no m an is an island 
We m ust keep in mind that 
m ulti-national corporations are 
nothing 
m ore 
than 
business 
organizations which m ake up 
for the fact that raw m aterials, 
products, services, know-how 
and labor are very unevenly 
distributed over the globe. They 
b ring 
to g eth e r 
all 
th ese 
economic resources to help all 
people work together to create a 
peaceful and prosperous world.

The drunken driver has plagued many for years 
and years, and there have 
been many 
viable 
solutions. But none seem s to work well. If a driver is 
convicted of drunken driving, he pays a fine and is 
‘jack on the road to drink and drive again. Taking a 
license away from a drunken driver usually doesn’t, 
help much, most feel that just taking a piece of paper 
away doesn’t keep them from driving. 
Most drunken drivers are habitual. They are the 
problem. While occasional drivers who drink are not 
to be condoned, (it only takes one instance to ruin a 
few lives) the habitual offender is the biggest 
problem 
One system in Pennsylvania seem s to be working. 
First offender drunken drivers in the surburban 
county of Doylestown are being offered the choice of 
trial or rehabilitation, a program that in 2'2 years has 
sharply reduced repeaters and freed the court for 
more serious cases. 
In the past 2 '2 years, county officials there say 
some 1,400 persons have been arrested for drunken 
driving and never gone to trial or entered a court 
plea, due to the innovative alcoholic rehabilitation 
program. 
The biggest statistic is, however, only seven have 
been arrested a second time on the same charge. 
The program involves a course, for two hours a 
week for five weeks at an alcoholic rehabilitation 
institution, and undergoing in-patient or out-patient 
treatement if prescribed, loss of driver’s license for 
one month, a year’s probating, and payment of court 
costs. 
The alternative involves a guilty plea or court trial, 
and possible payment of a fine and loss of license for a 
year, all of which has no relationship to evaluation or 
treatment, according to the county attorney. 
By eliminating those charged with drunken driving 
from lengthy court proceedings, violent crim inals in 
terms of rapes, robberies, etc., have been brought to 
trial much quicker. 
To join the program, a person must be a first oi 
fender and not involved in an accident involving in­ 
juries to another party He is then invited into the 
program, he is not forced into it. It does, however, 
seem to be the best alternative. The next tim e an 
injury may occur. 
The statistics of the program indicated that it is 
working, and working very well. It would be easy to 
compute the number of lives such a program has 
saved. 
More 
communities 
should 
be 
aware 
of 
the 
program’s benefits, and instigate a program of 
sim ilar standards on their own.

Sending Records to New Doctor 
Will you comment on a doctor 
being asked to give up his 
records or to make complete 
copies when a patient transfers 
to another doctor? 
I made such a request and 
was told very definitely that 
there was nothing that would be 
of help to my present doctor. 
This, in spite of the fact that the 
first doctor had delivered my 
last child and made “Pap” 
examinations. Don’t I have a 
legal right to these records? — 
Mrs. W.F.R., Va. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
I don’t know the exact im­ 
plications of your problem from 
a legal point of view. Virginia 
may have specific laws about 
this. Such laws vary from state 
to state. 
I do, however, have special 
feelings about problems of this 
nature from a m oral point of 
view. I don’t feel that a patient 
is the fixed private property of 
any one doctor. Consequently, a 
patient has the right to make a 
change for whatever reason she 
may have. 
Unfortunately, the disruption 
of the relationship between a 
patient and a doctor is often 
associated with some mutual 
displeasure. When this occurs, 
sometimes a doctor may be 
reluctant to give up his records 
My personal feeling is that 
such a patient has the right to

tomy,” for deafness. The result 
was satisfactory and I had 
hoped to have the other ear 
operated on. However, the 
doctor died a short time later. 
My problem: Can I take a plane 
trip to Florida without suffering

otosclerosis is most gratifying 
for the return of hearing. I 
assume that your operated ear 
and the other ear have been 
examined since the time of 
surgery 12 years ago.

It would be wise to consult 
them. In the meantime, let me 
assure you that a plane trip 
would not affect you to any 
greater degree than it would 
affect other people who do not 
have a history of otosclerosis or 
a history of ear surgery.

Dr Tso was assisted in his studies by 
colleagues at the USDA Tobacco Research 
Station in Oxford. N C., the Agricultural 
Experiment Station in Lexington, Ky , and 
the University of Maryland at Baltimore. 
The USDA said the protein is pure, 
tasteless, odorless, and colorless. 
Its nutritional value, the department said.

History A nd Hearsay 
More On Kid McCoy 


LAURA BRETT and JOE DELGATTO 
KID MCCOY 
By the time Kid McCoy became mid­ 
dleweight champion of the world public at­ 
titudes toward boxing had changed enor­ 
mously. Such fighters as Gentleman Jim 
Corbett had done much to change the sport 
into an art and a science. Many states had 
made matches legal. Under the changed 
atmosphere, prize fighting was thriving. 
Now that speed, skill, brains and ring 
generalship were more important to a fighter 
than brawn. Kid McCoy thrived too. One 
sport’s writer put it this way: "McCoy 
discovered a muscle called the supinator 
longus With a quick twist of this muscle, such 
as one makes in twisting a corkscrew, McCoy 
could deliver a hard blow. The ordinary 
punch starts from the floor, travels up 
through the shoulder, then shoots out the fist. 


It telegraphs itself to the opponent. This punch 
begins at the elbow. No one suspected it was 
coming The surprise caught the opponent off 
guard and downed him . When he left the 
ring, McCoy took the corkscrew with him. No 
one uses it today for the percentage of 
thinkers and planners in the ring is not very 
high.” 
It was this punch which enabled the Kid, 
whose usual fighting weight was about 145 
pounds, to knock out much larger men. His 
largest opponent was Plaacke of Holland who 
weighed 237 pounds. According to the Kid’s 
own account, he engaged in 200 bouts and was 
defeated in only six of these. Moreover, four 
of 
the 
men 
who 
whipped 
him 
were 
heavyweights. Gentleman Jim Corbett, Jack 
Boot, 
Sailor 
Tom 
Sharkey 
and 
Jack 
McCormick After he gained this title, no one 
in his own class ever defeated him. He retired 
undefeated in 1912. 
Corbett, who usually did not praise other 
fighters, stated that “McCoy was wonderful.” 
Alexander Johnson in his HISTORY OF' 
BOXING called McCoy “a close second to 
Corbett in that he was clever to wizardry, and 
he had a knockout punch in either hand ” 
Damon Runyon, then at the beginning of his 
career, called McCoy one of the greatest 
fighters in ring history, exceptional par­ 
ticularly for his intelligence - “One of the 
cleverest and craftiest men who ever put on 
boxing gloves.” 
His cold intelligence, a certain restraint, 
and a kind of snobbishness that made him 
indifferent to the opinions of the fight crowd 
made him unpopular with many sports 
writers as well as fans These writers loved to 
give him bad publicly. It was hinted that he 
did such things as say, “Your shoe lace is 
untied," and hit the man when he looked 
down One story that particularly amused 
McCoy was told of his fights in Africa The- 
growing legend was that he had fought a huge 
Zulu who never wore shoes and was so tall 
McCoy could not reach his chin. McCoy 
supposedly won the fight by scattering carpet 
tacks over the ring 
McCoy denied this, 
saying, “ How could I throw carpet tacks 
while wearing boxing gloves?" 
His much married much divoryed wife 
Julia furthered many of these stories during 
their stormy on-again, off again marriage. 
She and Corbett’s estranged wife claimed the 
fight McCoy lost to Corbett was fixed, but 
nothing could ever be proven and the charge 
was dropped when the two couples reconciled 
The expression “The real McCoy’came into 
a existence when one jaundiced sports writer 
headlined an article "NOW YOU’VE SEEN 
THE] REAL McCOY” after McCoy’s fight 
with Joe Choynski. McCoy had b4H»n on the 
canvas sixteen times before he managed to 
knock out the huge Choynski. McCoy who had 
suffered a bent bridge on his teeth, a broken 
nose, and three broken ribs, was not too 
am used. According to one biographer, 
"There was something about that phrase that 
made people want to knock McCoy down, or 


otherwise indicate their disbelief that ne 
personally was the real thing " On one 
memorable occasion a group of college 
students heckled him so that McCoy took a 
swing at one of them and knocked him out. 
Though charges brought against him were 
dropped, it was just one more bit of publicity, 
something McCoy was beginning to wish he 
had less of. 
McCoy quit the fight game after he simply 
out grew his class and fought for the cham­ 
pionship of a newly established class - light 
heavyweight. This was a ten round bout with 
Australian fighter Jack Root. “ McCoy fought 
well, with some of his old skill, but the steam 
had departed from his blows," said sports 
writer of the day. 
It was about this same time tht Gus Thomas 
wrote a play called THE OTHER GIRL which 
had for its hero a fighter named Kid Garvey 
Flayed by Lionel Barrymore, the Kid was a 
definite take off on the real Kid McCoy. In 
studying for the part, Barrymore spent hours 
in McCoy's bar learning to imitate his walk. 
his speech and his mannerisms The play was 
a great success, hut the Kid in the play, 
boasting of his fixed fights, did not do 
McCoy’s reputation any good 
However McCoy had other things to worry 
about 
He was bankrupt 
His new wife, 
Indianan Arnold, was seeking an annulment 
to their marriage, and his restaurant was 
gaining a reputation for being a hangout for 
the disreputable But the luck that seemed to 
have deserted him returned when he married 
again, this time to wealthy Estella Ellis. 
McCoy estimated that by breakfast time the 
day following his marriage, he had received 
calls from old friends asking him for loans to 
the tune of over one million 
This m arriage lasted ten years and during 
this time he made, according to his own 
count, some 33 trips overseas. He became a 
dealer in jewels and established a diamond 
cutting factory in the bark of his Broadway 
store While on one of his many trips abroad, 
McCoy was arrested and accused of having 
stolen almost a million in jewels from the 
Princess of Thurn and Taxis The charges 
were dropped when three Frenchmen were 
arrested for the same offense and the jewels 
returned to the princess, but the ugly rumors 
stayed with with the Kid 
However, the story had its bright side 
McCoy returned to the states and began a 
career in films playing - you guessed it • in a 
movie about jewel thieves Though his film 
career was short, his acting was said to have 
been good, 
particularly 
in 
BROKEN 
BLOSSOMS, a silent film classic in which he 
portrayed a fighter 
The old stories about jewel theft were 
dragged out again when the Kid was arrested 
for the murder of his paramour, Mrs Therese 
Mors Mrs. Mors and her estranged husband 
were supposedly under surveillance bv the 
FBI for jewel smuggling His lawyer was 
Jerry d ealer, now famous for representing 
movie 
celebrities 
in 
court 
The 
jury 
deliberated for 78 hours before deciding on a 
verdict of manslaughter McCoy was sen 
tenced to a total of 48 years After serving 
part of his sentence at San Quentin McCoy 
was paroled in 1932 
The Rushville Republican for August 2, 1937 
contains an account of the Kids last marriage 
Die bride was Sue Gobb Cowley of Detroit 
McCoy refused to count the marriage as his 
tenth. “The count of ten is probably as bad in 
m arriage as it is in boxing," he quipped The 
couple lived in Detroit where the Kid was an 
employee of Henry F'ord 
Increasingly despondent over the state of 
the world, and over the new war which had 
broken out in F:urope, McCoy took his own life 
with sleeping pills in April of 1940 The note he 
left behind said: “Sorry I could not endure 
this world's maddness ”

She married a physician who did O B 
in Michigan and I returned to Rushville...Since that time most of 
our contact has been by Christmas notes. 
Her husband retired from active practice last year and is now 
employed by the National Hospital Association, the National 
College of Surgeons, and the National Accreditation Board to 
review and approve or disapprove hospitals for accreditation 
For the past 8 months they have been living in a mobile home. 
Each month he is assigned a new state and they travel to dif­ 
ferent cities, where he reviews assigned hospitals. 
We had lunch yesterday in their mobile home. It is mostly all 
windows, very roomy, and filled with family momentoes. 
Earnestine has made it a home away from home. 
One of the treasures that she brought with her was a starter 
for .lait rising bread She said that it can be frozen, thawed, and 
used If thawed it must be “ fed” every four to six days. She 
served sour dough cookies that were tasty and delicious I told 
her that it was the men in Rushville that were nuts about baking 
sour dough bread...and were really good at it. She gave me a 4 
pint of “ starter” which had been given her eons ago by a great 
aunt in Michigan who forgot to give her the recipe. Possibly, any 
salt rising starter would turn into this delicious starter if fed 
right Her starter differs from the California and Alaska breed 
because if is fed with sugar. 
Here 
are 
instructions, 
given 
her: 
"Keep 
me 
in 
the 
refrigerator in a plastic or china container, not a metal one. 
Feed me every four to six days with one cup of flour. 4 cup of 
sugar, and one cup of milk Do not use the same day that you 
feed me. Take out what need first.” 
SOUR DOUGH B ISC U IT S 
I cup of sour dough 
4 teaspoon salt 
H 
a 
4 teaspoon soda 
one-Third cup oil 
I cup of flour 
Mix and drop by tablespoons on a cookie sheet. Bake IO to 15 
minutes at 350 degrees. Do not let biscuits get too brown or they 
will be tough These may be split and used for shortcake 
(strawberry). If self rising flour is used omit salt and soda

Mix as for biscuits but add I beaten egg and enough milk to

Mix I cup of sour dough, I cup of brown sugar (or 4 cup of 
brown sugar plus 4 cup of honey) 4 cup of oil, I teaspoon salt, I 
teaspoon soda, 24 cups of flour, I egg, I teaspoon vanilla, 4 
teaspoon cinnamon, Add 4 cups of nuts or I cup of raisins, or I 
pkg of chocolate chips Drop by teaspoons on a greased cookie 
sheet. Bake 12-15 minutes at 350 degrees 
SO U R D O U G H B R E A D 
I package of dry yeast dissolved in 4 cup of warm water 
14 cup of oil (or oleo to make it better) 
4 teaspoon salt 
I cup of sour dough 
24 cups of flour (you may need a little more) 
Mix and let rise until double in size This should be put in a 
rather warm place to rise because it is rather cold to start with. 
Knead into a loaf or shape into desired rolls and let raise again

TOKYO — Em peror Hirohtto will celebrate the 
50th anniversary of his reign Nov IO amid loud cheers 
from most of hts subjects but sullen silence from 
Japan's left-wing opposition parties 
Prem ier Taken Miki’s government has invited 10.000 
carefully selected Japanese to the official ceremony in 
Tokyo's Budokan auditorium 
Besides music, the event will consist of speeches by 
Mtki and the speakers at Japan's two houses of 
parliam ent, and brief replies from the 75-yearold 
emperor, and his 73-year-old consort. Em press Nagako 
Among those who will not come will be the leaders of 
Japan s Socialist and Communist parties, which got a 
combined total of .12 8 per cent of the popular vote in 
Japan s last general election in 1972

protested publicly last summer when the government 
first announced plans for the celebration 
‘’It is unreasonable for the government to sponsor a 
memorial service for an emperor who came to the 
throne under the pre war Imperial constitution and 
prosecuted World War II,'* Euwa said 
However, neither of the left 
wing parties has 
scheduled protest demonstrations Both know well that 
on the em peror question they are out of step with the 
m ajority of the Japanese people

an per cent of the people questioned said they want the 
em peror system to continue in its present form Under 
Japan's postwar constitution. Hirohtto is a powerless 
"symbol of state ** He carries out purely ceremonial 
duties, like those of Britain's Queen Elisabeth. 
Another poll in January bv the Kyodo news agency 
said 73 5 per cent of the people want the present system 
continued Only seven percent wanted the monarchy 
abolished 
Before the war. Hirohtto was an absolute monarch in 
theory. In practice most of the power was wielded by 
the Japanese army and the government bureaucracy
